NOTIFIED  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
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All  Mangotsfield  Infective  Jaundice  cases,  and  13  of  the  15 
in  Warmley  R.D.  were  associated  with  an  outbreak  which  occurred 
at  a  local  Junior  School  in  July.  Cases  in  Sodbury  Rural  and 
Kingswood  Urban,  affected  mainly  adults  in  various  parts  of  the 
districts  and  at  various  times  during  the  year. 

6  of  the  7  Dysentery  cases  notified  in  Sodbury  R.D.  occurred 
as  part  of  a  small  outbreak  in  the  children’s  ward  of  a  local 
hospital. 

Four  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  also  occurred  as  a  result  of  an 
outbreak  in  a  hospital  ward.  The  causal  organism  was  Salmonella 
Hadar,  a  type  not  previously  isolated  in  this  area.  Five  other  cases 
of  similar  infection  occurred  at  about  the  same  time  in  the  south 
Gloucestershire  and  adjoining  districts,  but  in  spite  of  exhaustive 
enquiries  and  investigations  by  all  the  health  authorities  involved, 
no  source  was  ascertained.  The  organism  did  not  appear  again 
during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Other  Food  Poisoning  cases  notified  during  the  year  formed 
scattered  and  isolated  incidents,  involving  one  or  two  persons. 
Three  cases  occurred  after  holidays  abroad.  Although  a  definite 
food  source  was  not  established  in  all  cases,  the  organisms  isolated 
were  such  that  food  poisoning  was  a  presumptive  diagnosis.

Hie  three  main  causes  of  death,  Cancer  (No.  19),  Cardio¬ 
vascular  conditions  (No.  25  to  30  inclusive  and  46  (6)  and 
Respiratory  Disease  (31  to  33  plus  46  (7).  alone  account  for  1,057 
out  of  the  1,247  deaths.

The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  T.B.  register  of  the  South 
Gloucestershire  area  was  503  at  the  end  of  1972.  This  gives  an 
incidence  of  3.4  per  1000  population,  maintaining  the  downward 
trend  of  recent  years. 


MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 

As  a  result  of  the  visits  paid  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Units 
to  various  sites,  including  Hospitals,  Old  People’s  Homes,  the 
National  Assistance  Board's  Reception  Centre  at  Winterbourne 
the  fortnightly  public  sessions  in  Kingswood  and  Yate;  to  which 
General  Practitioners  refer  cases,  and  the  use  made  by  the 
South  Gloucestershire  residents  of  the  static  X-ray  unit  in  Bristol, 
abnormalities  were  detected  in  120  individuals.  Of  these  3  were 
cases  of  active  tuberculosis  and  6  were  lung  cancer. 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

This  immunisation  procedure  which  gives  protection  against 
Tuberculosis  is  offered  to  school  children  at  twelve  years  of  age 
(provided  they  are  negative  to  a  skin  test  given  a  few  days 
previously).  The  results  of  this  work  in  the  South  Gloucestershire 
area  are  summarised  below.

CARAVAN  SITES 

The  year  under  review  saw  the  closing  down  of  one  permanent 
residential  caravan  site  leaving  seven  multiple  sites  in  operation. 
Of  these  two  are  seasonal  with  accommodation  for  forty-one 
caravans  and  the  remaining  five  sites  have  a  total  of  198  permanent 
residential  caravans.

Disposable  sacks  are  used  in  small  outlying  areas, 
and  all  receptacles  are  provided  by  the  Council  as  a  rate  borne 
charge. 

Bulk  refuse  is  collected  weekly  on  request,  free  of  charge, 
and  residents  are  provided  with  free  facilities  for  tipping  refuse. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Domestic  refuse  is  processed  at  the  pulverisation  plant  at 
Carsons  Road,  Mangotsfield.  which  also  handles  the  crude 
domestic  refuse  from  Kingswood  and  Mangotsfield  Urban  Districts. 
The  entire  output  from  the  plant  is  tipped  at  the  Claypits  Tip, 
Tower  Road  North,  Warmley. 

The  Claypits  Tip  is  well  advanced,  and  it  is  likely  that  major 
tipping  operations  will  have  to  cease  at  the  end  of  1973. 

General  operation  of  the  tip  has  been  satisfactory,  and  routine 
measures  have  been  taken  to  deal  with  mal-odours,  flies  and 
rodents.  Because  of  the  high  tipping  level  reachel,  site  water  is  no 
longer  a  major  problem. 


REFUSE  PULVERISATION  PLANT

The  Plant  continued  to  work  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 
with  only  a  shut-down  for  three  working  days,  during  which  time 
refuse  was  tipped  crude. 

Maintenance  work,  including  replacement  of  new  parts,  was 
carried  out  during  the  weekends. 
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There  was  a  general  increase  in  the  quantity  of  refuse  brought 
in  by  the  three  Authorities,  and  this  is  attributed  to  the  increase 
in  population  and  houses  in  the  District.

The  treated  refuse  was  disposed  of  at  the  Claypits  Refuse 
Tip  in  Tower  Road  North,  Warmley,  which  is  owned  by  the 
Warmley  District  Council.  The  tip  will  be  filled  and  levelled  by 
December,  1973,  when  the  Joint  Committee  will  have  to  open  up 
the  new  tip  at  Shortwood. 

The  cost  of  operating  the  Plant,  including  all  Loan  Charges, 
also  disposal  costs  at  the  Claypits,  amounted  to  £50,586,  which 
gives  an  overall  disposal  cost  of  £3.05  per  ton. 

The  Joint  Committee’s  application  to  use  the  quarry  at 
London  Road,  Warmley.  was  not  proceeded  with  as  the  owners 
won  their  planning  appeal  to  use  the  site  as  a  tip  for  their  own 
use. 


Approximately  nine  acres  of  the  Claypits  site  has  been 
levelled  and  seeded  and  is  used  as  a  play  area. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  maintain  a  free  service  for  domestic  premises  and 
a  rechargeable  service  for  business  and  agricultural  premises. 
Fixed  price  contracts,  renewable  annually,  continue  to  be  popular 
with  commercial  and  agricultural  undertakings. 

Mice  are  still  the  most  difficult  pest  to  eliminate;  the  only 
effective  method  to  deal  with  them  is  to  use  all  the  rodenticides 
available,  but  as  always  prevention  is  better  than  a  cure. 

Sewer  test  baiting  has  continued  as  a  matter  of  routine.

The  Southern  Area  Drainage  Scheme  which  was  primarily 
for  surface  water  drainage  and  the  relief  of  overloaded  sewers 
on  the  combined  drainage  system  has  now  been  completed  and  it 
has  been  seen  during  heavy  storms  since  its  completion  that  no 
hooding  occurred. 

A  further  scheme  for  both  foul  and  surface  water  drainage 
relief  to  the  Station  Road  area  is  programmed  to  commence  during 
1973/74  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £131.000. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  method  of  collection 
during  the  year,  but  the  second  “Revopak”  refuse  collection 
vehicle  has  been  delivered  and  is  in  use.  The  free  collection  of 
bulky  items  from  domestic  premises  continues.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

1.  A  relief  foul  sewer  has  been  constructed  from  the  siie  of 
the  old  sewerage  works  at  Bromley  Heath  to  Valley 
Gardens  to  overcome  the  problem  of  surcharging  from 
the  old  trunk  sewer  during  periods  of  prolonged  rainfall. 
The  new  sewer  varies  in  diameter  from  675  mm  to  825mm 
and  the  scheme  has  been  carried  out  at  a  cost  of  £52,000. 

2.  A  £26,000  scheme  has  been  carried  out  to  enlarge  the 
existing  450  mm  to  600  mm  surface  water  sewer  between 
Burley  Grove  and  Brook  Road,  Mangotsfield.  The  new 
sewer  comprises  approximately  570  metres  of  825  mm 
and  900  mm  diameter  sewer  and  is  the  first  phase  of  a 
scheme  to  overcome  flooding  problems  at  Burley  Grove. 

3.  The  recently  constructed  450  mm  surface  water  sewer  in 
Overndale  Road  has  been  extended  to  Heath  Walk  to 
overcome  flooding  problems  in  the  Cleeve  Hill  vicinity. 

4.  A  new  225  mm  surface  water  sewer  has  been  constructed 
between  Howard  Road  and  Kendall  Road  to  augment  the 
soakaways  in  Howard  Road  which  were  proving  inadequate 
at  times  of  heavy  rainfall. 

5.  A  new  600  mm  surface  water  sewer  has  been  laid  in 
Oakdale  Road  and  Quakers  Road  to  divert  the  flow  from 
Downleaze  area  where  flooding  has  been  experienced. 

In  the  forthcoming  year  the  following  works  will  be  under¬ 
taken. 

1.  An  existing  defective  150  mm  surface  water  sewer  in 
Hillhouse  Road  is  to  be  renewed  with  a  225  mm  sewer. 

2.  Phase  two  of  the  scheme  to  enlarge  the  main  surface  water 
sewer  between  Brook  Road  and  Burley  Grove  to  overcome 
flooding  problems  at  Burley  Grove. 

3.  The  construction  of  a  375  mm  foul  sewer  in  Bromley 
Heath  Road  and  Overndale  Road  as  a  duplicate  sewer  to 
relieve  the  existing  300  mm  main  foul  sewer  which  is 
overloaded.

The  standard  of  the  baths  water  was  maintained  at  a  very 
high  level  throughout  the  year,  and  no  problems  arose  as  far  as 
the  free  chlorine  and  Ph  content  were  concerned.
